POLITICAL HONOR AND PARTY INTERESTS 

The case in point is this: Mr. Penpusron, 
a Democratic Senator from Ohio, has intro- 
duced and advocated in the Senate a bill to 
incorporate the responsible, or perhaps more 
properly the responsive, principles in our 
system of government. Mr. Barano, a 
Democratic Senator from Delaware, takes 
occasion to apply this very principle in a 
proper and manly way when his Own party 
in the Senate have practically voted a 
want of confidence in him as Chair- 
man of the Financo Committee; then 
Mr. Trevrmax, Democratic Senator from 
Ohio, with his associates (probably including 
Mr. PDT Trog), set about to dissuade Mr. 
Bayar» from resigning his committee-posi- 
tion, because such action would probably 
create party dissension, and perhaps result in 
party defeat. This case aptly illustrates the 
difference between political honor and parti- 
san zeal 

We fear that Mr. Pexptrron, so far as he 
is in earnest about the introduction of the 
responsive system in American politics, and 
Mr. Bayarp, in his prompt application of 
that system in his own case, are considerably 
in advance of their party, and that they will 
find little sympathy among the managing 
politicians or the mass of Democratic voters. 
The basis of Democratic party politics is the 
spoils system. To a very large extent the 
same vicious doctrine has infected other 
party movements in this country; but the 
Democratic organization is the avowed advo- 
cate thereof. The whole conduct of the 
Democratic party, ever since it has come into 
the control of both Houses of Congress, has 
been governed by the single desire to 
acquire the control of the Executive 
and Judicial as well as the Legis- 
lative branches of the Government, 
with the single and selfish view of possessing 
and distributing the patronage that is at- 
tached to the dominant party. To this end 
the party managers have struggled to break 
down the barriers heretofore set up in the 
national laws against fraud and violence at 
the national elections, in order that the 
roughs and repeaters in certain Northern 
cities, and the ballot-box s uffers and desper- 
adoes in certain Southern States, may vio- 
lently and fraudulently overcome honest ma- 
jorities. It is not strange, therefore, that 
there should be a vigorous resistunce toa 
determination like that of Mr. Baranp’s, 
which threatens party dissension and is based 
upon what the party politicians regard as an 
abstruse and sentimental matter of personal 
honor and dignity which they cannot under- 
stand. 

Mr. Barazp has an opportunity, in this in- 
stance, of setting an example to his own 
party, and of establishing a precedent that 
may be of great benefit to the future poli- 
tics of the country, by carrying out 
his resolution in spite of the - 
san opposition he is encounteri It 
is doubtful, however, whether he will 
have the courage to proceed in this business 
as his own conviction prompts him. The 
political sense of his party and of the coun- 
try generally seems to be too grꝙyeling to 
hold out any real encouragement to such a 
resolution as Mr. Baxarp’s. He has to deal 
with the Oaucus, and the Caucus has no 
higher sim than party success. The party 
managers fear that Mr. Baranp’s resignation 
from the Finance Committee may broaden 
the differences between the hard-money 
Democrats and the soft-money Democrats, 
and thus endanger party success either in 
the West or in the East. They prefer that 
the Democratic fight shall be made on the 
hard-money basis in New York, and on the 
soft-money basis in Ohio, leaving it to chance 
to determine which of the two factions shall 
dominate and finally control the legislation 
of the country. It is not a matter of princi- 
ple for which they are contending, but the 
possession of the offices and the enjoyment 
of the spoils. g 

The responsive system in government is 
necessarily dependent to a large extent upon 
the voluntary adoption thereof by the ruling 
parties and the active political leaders. No 
law nor set of laws can 80 formulate that 
principle as to give it a permanent and relia 
ble place in the politics of a nation; there 
will always be ways and mea to evade it 
so long as partisan interests are held to be 
paramount to the interests of the Govern- 
ment and to individual convictions. What

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PRIMARY IN THE PUBLIC 
The discussions at the last meeting of the 


Chicago Board of Education disclosed some 
facts as to the manner of teaching in the 
public schools of this city, which we consider 
of public importance, and which ought to 
call for some radical changes, Our public 
schools are costly; an immense amount of 
money has been expended for’ buildings. and 
the annual expenditure is large; the demand 
for new buildings is pressed earnestly, on 
the ground that the present acoommodations 
are inadequate to the necessities of the 
children; and 
timely qu „ Do the present schools 
furnish all the education which they are 
capable of furnishing? It is said that there 
are 120,000 children of school age in this 
city, and that the accommodations are only 
sufficient for 40,000. The school age—5 to 
21—is mo indication of the needed ac- 
commodations. Thousands of 
over 5 do not need school instruction, 
and the records of the schools 
themselves show how small is the attendance 
over 14 years. The necessity of boys and 
girls engaging in some employment is shown 
by the report of the numbers of the different 
grades attending. Our system of instruc- 
tion is based on the theory that each child 
entering school is to go through a twelve- 
years’ course, and the arrangement of studies 
is based on this theory ; and the child whose 
time in school altogether will not exceed one, 
two, or three years is subjected to the train- 
ing adapted to passing through the whole 
twelve-years’ course. Instruction adapted to 


it is a pertinent and 


children 


a two-years’ course is utterly ignored. The 
practical idea of giving each boy all the in- 


struction he can obtain in the limited time 
he can attend school, before he must leave 
school forever, is treated with scorn. The 


child begins the alphabet upon the hypoth- 


esis that he is to progress regularly through 


the twelve-years’ course, and he is, therefore, 


to receive instruction as he would pills,— 


one pill only in each of so many consecutive 
days, in so many consecutive years. In a re- 
port made to the Board at the last meeting 
there were some changes proposed as to the 
course of study, particularly in the primary 
classes, where the children’s attendance is 
limited to weeks, and does not extend to 
years. We find the substance of this report 
thus stated, and call attention to the facts 
therein presented : 

„Inspector ENerisu, a member of the Special 
Committee on Optional Studies, believing that 
the proper place for German, masic, and draw- 
ing is in the High-Schools, made a minority re- 
port dissenting from that of the majority of the 
Committee offered at the previous meeting. The 
first and most sacred duty of the Board, accord- 
ing to the gentieman in the minority, was to 
afford school-children the essentials of a com- 
mon-scheol education. The number of children 
in the city of school age was 125,000. Even 
with rented buildings, there were not proper 
accommodations for 40,000. The industrial con- 
dition of the masses was such that the average 
school life of children was only 410 days. One- 
half of the children were in school for only 
two years, while 10,000 children averaged only 
100 days of schooling during their entire lives. 
Only one pupil in 1,000 completed the twelve- 
years’ course of study. Technical inetrac- 
tion im reading music was begun in the 
first year of the course, and drawing in the sec- 
ond. Omitting musical instruction to the 10,000 
who went to school for only 100 days meant 
adding half a month of reading, writing, and arith- 
metic. Omitting music and drawing was equal to 
adding one month a year to 43, 000 pupils for com- 
mon-schoo] studies: Music and drawing cost the 
taxpayers over $100,000 a year, charging to those 
studies their proportionate cost of instruction. 
Writing had but five minutes a day more than 
drawing or music, and each pupil had an average 
of only a minute aday in reading. In short, the 
echools were confessedly far below the standard in 
reading and arithmetic, and the statistics thus 
cited, in the Inspector's opinion, clearly showed 
that the present course of study was an inverted 
pyramid. There was an apparent ignoring of the 
circumstances in which most of the children were 
placed, their inability to attend school for more 
than two or three years at most, and the duty of 
giving them during that time all the instruction 
possible in the elements of a common- school edu- 
cation. 

Indeed, continued the report. we seem to 
proceed on the theory that all who enter the schools 
will finish the twelve-years’ course. The average 
child pursues the course in music or drawing for a 
year or two, leaves the school, and the time thus 
given to these studies is not only wasted bat is 
stolen from the studies which would be of use to it 
in future life. | 

Even most of those who remain abandon these 
studies, so that, as the result. of 22,000 who take 
up drawing, only 220 complete the eighth-grade 
course. When drawing was introduced into our 
schools, writing was shorn of half its former time. 
Yet the author of the drawing system contends 
that drawing should have at least double ite present 
allotment of time.”

It will be seen that three-fourths of the 
children never get higher than the primary 
class, and that nearly 19,000 out of the 40,000 
never get beyond the ability to read. Yet 
these 82,000 children, whose hours for 
schooling are so limited, are required to 
sacrifice the precious and all-important time 
that might be given to spelling, reading, 
writing, and arithmetic to receive technical 
instruction in reading music and drawing. 
When the average school life of all these 
pupils in the public schools is limited to 410 
days, the importance to them of learning all 
they can of spelling, reading, writing, and 

arithmetic is apparent. ; 
When one-fourth of all the children at- 
tending these schools do not average over 
100 days of schooling, the diversion of their 
time from reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
e

Accepting the figures given in the report 
to be correct, we have the fact, that out of 
the 100 days to which these 10,000 children 
are limited in their attendance at school, 
one-half of a month of the valuable time is 
taken from reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
and expended in learning to read music. 
When this loss of time and of essential in- 
struction to each child is multiplied by 10,- 
000, the irreparable loss to these unfortunate 
children becomes strikingly evident. 

The statement is farther made that omit- 


the interests of these children are of more 
concern to them, and to the public, than is 
the interest of publishers of music and 
drawing books, and of advocates of pet 


If the children attending our publio schools 


given to each study, $100,000 a year is the 
estimate for teaching music and drawing, — 


Considering that these children are to re- 
ceive all the schodling they are ever to have 
in these public schools, and that their time 
is so limited that 100 days is the utmost ‘or 
at least one-fourth of the children, the reduo- 
tion of time given for reading to an average 
of one minute a day, and that the time 
allotted to writing is only five minutes a day 
more than the time given to music and 
drawing, the defects in the system which 
produces such results are evident. 

Of course the Board of Education made no 
change. Boards never reform abuses. Boards 
generally forget that they are not proprietors, 
end always forget that they are expending 
other people’s money, and not their own. 
The Board, as all Boards do, refused to 
make a change, and the abuse which has 
now become disgraceful is perpetuated an- 


other year.

THE BRIDGE ACCIDENT. 

If the frightful accident of Friday night 
at the State street bridge, resulting in the 
loss of one life and the precipitation of a 
hose-cart, horse, and driver into the river, 
were the first instance in which the reckless 
driving of the Fire Department had met with 
serious consequences, the blame might be 
fairly pleced entirely upon the insufficiency 
of warning at the bridges. But the fact is 
that the Fire Department has cultivated the 
habit of headlong driving to an extent alto- 
gether out of proportion to the requirements 
of the service. There have been several 
serious street-accidents on this account, re. 
sulting in loss of hfe, bodily injury, and 
much damage to machinery, and the practice 
of driving up to and over the bridges in the 
same rushing, tearing fashion is responsible 
for the affair of Friday night. There is 
no need of galloping the horses, and hose- 
carts, and steamers over viaducts and 
bridges. Each division of the city has a 
fair allotment of engines, which will 
naturally reach the scene of the fire first, and 
do the preliminary work. A difference of a 
few minutes in the arrival of engiges from 
the other divisions of the city is not, there- 
fore, so important asif the crossing of a 
bridge were necessary in order to get even 
one machine to the fire. The running of 
horses at full speed, dragging heavy ma- 
chinery over the bridges, is destructive of 
property at all times. Both the bridges and 
the engines and carts and horses suffer from 
the practice. When the approach is an in- 
clined plane to the viaduct roadway,—as on 
State street,—then down an inclined plane 
to the bridge, the best of signals might fail 
to prevent just such an accident as occurred 
Friday night, so long as the reckless driving 
were in vogue. 

It is manifest, however, that there should 
be better protection against accidents at the 
several bridges connecting such crowded 
thoroughfares as State, Clark, Lake, Ran- 
dolph, and Madison streets. If any barrier 
be adopted, or be of any avail, the gates which 
have long been in operation at the Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railroad crossing on Michigan 
avenue are the best that could be selected. 
These gates are worked by one man rapidly, 
and include light-siguals as warnings. It is 
certain that the railroads entering Chicago 
should be required to adopt them at every 
principel street-crossing, and the city might 
find it economical in the end to provide the 
principal bridges with the same device. In 
the meantime the shore-ends of every bridge 
should be so lighted up with special lamps 
as to enable every one to see at a consider- 
able distance whether the bridge is open 
or closed. The lights on the bridges are used 
as warnings for the vessels, and shore-lights 
are necessary for the guidance of those in 
vehicles approaching the bridges. As there 
are two bridge-tenders, it would seem to be 
practicable for each to hoist a signal-light on 
shore, between the ringing of the bell and 
the actual work of turning the bridge; if 
not, then big bright lamps shoald be locat- 
ed on shore at the proper distance for light- 
ing up the approaches, so as to make them as 
safe at night as during the day.

i BRUTE r THAN REA- 
The Governor of Pennsylvania, in 1878, 
appointed Mr. Josurn D. WIS, one of the 
editors of the Tron Age, Special Commis- 
sioner on the part of the State to visit En- 
gland to examine and report on the prac- 
tical operation of arbitration and conciliation 
in the settlement of differences between em- 
ployers and employes” in that country. 
The report of Mr. Wexxs is now completed 
and published, and it is to be regretted that 
_a copy of it is not in the hands of every em- 
‘ployer and workman in the land. The re- 
port is clearly and forcibly written, .furnish- 
ing all the facts, exhibiting the processes 
and results. The report doesnot aim so 
much to advocate the adoption of these 
measures in this country as to present the 
whole case intelligently, and leave to the 
good sense of all interested to determine 
whether reason is not better than force. 

In France the system has been im operation 
for centuries, but continuously and success- 
fally since the time of the First Naroxxon, 
and is now regarded as a national blessing. 
In France these Councils are judicial tribu- 
uals, and there are now 120 of such courts. 
They consist of an equal number of em- 
ployers and workingmen, each class electing 
its own representatives, with a President ap- 
pointed. by the Government. They have 
jurisdiction over every question that can 
arise between the workman and his em- 
ployer, except that of future wages. Arbi- 
tration is compulsory when demanded, and 
the decision is enforced like the judgments 
of other courts. In 1850 no less than 28,000 
cases were heard in these courts. Of these, 
26,800 were settled by private conciliation, — 
agreement among the parties,—others by 
conciliation after advice from the court, and

It re- 
moves causes of dissensions and prevents differ- 
ences from becoming disputes, by establishing a 
cordial feeling between those who may be parties 
to the same. Conciliation, in a word, may be de- 
fined as informal arbitration. Arbitration, on the 
other hand, is formal. It site in judgment. It im- 
plies that matters in dispute by mutual consent or 
by previous contract haye been submitted to 
arbiters, aud an umpire, whose decision 
4s final and binding on both parties. Mr. 
Crompton, in his work on ‘Industrial Concilia- 
tion, says when coptrasting aroitration and con · 
ciliation, ‘Conciliation aims at something higher 
—at doing before the fact that which arbitration 
accomplishes after. It seeks to prevent and re- 
move the causes of dispute before they arise, to 
adjust differences and claims before they become 
disputes. . . And yet, after all that may be said 
in praise of conciliation, it is conceded, even by its 
warmest advocates, that back of all conciliation 
there must be arbitration. The time may come, 
and in the settlement of certain questions gener- 
ally will come, when no friendly oilices are suf- 
ficient to enable capitaland labor to see alike, Self- 
interest tenders it impossibie for either to decide 
fairly, and something more than a master of cer- 
emonies or a conciliator is needed. There must be 
power to determine as well as hear. That is, arbi- 
tration must intervene, and ite decisions accom- 
plish what conciliation is powerless to bring 


about. 
As a result of numerous st disastrous 


to both classes, a voluntary tribunal was 
organized, consisting of an equal number of 
employers and of workmen, whose first busi- 
ness was to arrange matters by general 
agreement, and then by the decision of a 
majority. Subsequently an umpire was se- 
lected to decidé in cases of an equal division. 
Three years later a similar organization was 
made at Wolverhampton, among the building 
trades. The next branch of industry adopt- 
ing this system was the manufactured-iron 
trade, and for ten years the wages of all 
classes of labor in English rolling-mills have 
been settled by arbitration. In 1865 there 
was a strike and a lock-out lasting several 
months and ending in nothing, and disputes 
and troubles continued until 1869, when 
a Board of Conciliation and Arbitration was 
established, which Board has since then set- 
tled the wages and all other industrial ques- 
tions in that trade. This Board consists of 
one employer and one workman from each 
of the works belonging to the Board; a 
Standing Committee hears. and settles all 
minor questions, and all other questions are 
settled by the whole Board. In 1875 this 
Board represented 13,000 operatives and 
thirty-five works, operating 1,913 puddling- 
furraces,—more than all Pennsylvania. Of 
the success of the Board the report says: 

„Since 1874 this Board, and the adherence of 
the workmen to ite decisions, have been put to a 
severe test, and to their credit it should be said 
that, with a few unimportant local exceptions, 
they have been loyal to the rules of the Board. It 
is a well-known fact that strikes and joek-outs 
generally occur on a declining wages market, and 
the real test of the value of any method of settling 
wages ig not on an advancing market, but a falling 
one. The first action of this Board was, under the 
umpireship of Mr. Rurzur Ketrie, to decree an 
advance of Gd. From its formation in 1869 to 
1874, wages were advanced from 8s per ton, for 
puddling, to 138 3d. In 1874 the turn came; 9d 
were first taken off. In the middle of the year 3d 
added. and from that time there has been a con- 
stant decline in wages, until now puddling is only 
7s per ton of 2,400 pounds. That is, wages have 
been reduced, under the action of this Board, 
without any serious difficulty, 4744 per cent, Does 
any one believe that this could have been peace- 
fully accomplished without arbitration?” 

In the South Staffordshire iron trade the 
system has been unsuccessful, because the 
non-unionists were excluded from any voice 
in the choice of representatives. Another 
Board has, however, been established, which, 
though in operation but a few years, gives 
promise of success. Though puddlers’ 
wages have been reduced 52 per cent in that 
time, there has been no strike, and no discon- 
tinuance of employment. 

The attempt to adopt this system in the 
coal trade has not been so succeasful. «The 
awards have not been so loyally accepted. 
The workmen are more generally of one 
trade, and the unions have been able to exer- 
cise a control. Nevertheless, arbitration has 
settled many controversies, and has pre- 
vented many others. In July, 1877, a reduc- 
tion of wages was proposed; the men 
refused to submit or arbitrate, and 12,000 
went out on a strike. Finally, an arbitra- 
tion was agreed upon, and this resulted in 
many changes of time and hours of labor, 
as well as in weges. In November of the 
same year a further reduction of wages was 
proposed, and a strike followed. After ten 
weeks of idleness the men resumed work. 

In the Durham coal trade the miners 
number 50,000 men. From March, 1872, to 
May, 1873, wages had been advanced 59 per 
cent. Then came the turn in business. The 
arbitrators first reduced wages 10 per cent; 
in 1874 another reduction of 9 per cent; in 
February, 1875, 5 per cent was taken off; 
in February, 1876, 10 per cent more was 
taken off; in May 10 per cent, in August 6 
per cent, and in February 10 per cent’ more, 
was taken . All this was done by arbitra- 
tion, and was accepted. Then a sliding 
scale of w was adopted, and questions 
under it are settled by conciliation. | With- 
out arbitration each of these reductions 
would have been attended by a strike anda 
season of idleness. 

In Wales, m 1875, no less than 120,000 
workmen struck, and they lost in wages dur. 
ing the seventeen weeks of idleness from 
$15,000,000 to $25,000,000. It was settled 
by conciliation, out of which there came a 
sliding scale of wages, with a maximum and 
minimum. In 187778 the employers asked 
for a reduction of 5 per cent in the mini- 
mum, and the men agreed to it. Other cases 
of arbitration have taken place all over 
England in the coal trade, some of them after 
protracted strikes, and settlements have been 
made satisfactory to all parties. Among 
other trades in which arbitration has proved 
successful are the lace trade, the potteries, 
iron and stone mining, iron tubing, quarry- 
ing, chemical, and boot and shoe trades. In 
the silk trade an attempt to establish arbitra- 
tion on the French plan failed. In the textile 
trade there have been no attempts at system- 
atic arbitration. 

In the important matter as to how far the 
parties interested have accepted the decision 
the report says that on all questions deter- 
mined by conciliation there has been little 
or no objection to the awards, Where there 
has been formal arbitration and award, the 
rejections and attempted rejections havé been 
more numerous than they should be. Most 
of the repudiations have been by the work- 
affect the justice of the principle.

_“PINAFORE” PRUD2S. 

A large and well-organized troupe—the 
soloists being chiefly members of our church 
choirs—has been giving Sunirvan’s breezy 
and clean little opera, Pinafore,” at Haver- 
ly’s Theatre during the past week. It has 
met with a remarkable degree of success, 
both musically and dramatically, and it has 
given hearty, innocent enjoyment to large 
crowds of people, who have been able to go 
to the theatre without having their sense of 
propriety and decency offended. Asa rule, 
the audiences have comprised the best peo- 
ple of the city, and large numbers who rare- 
ly visit the theatre, Those who have been 
have felt better for the going, and, as almost 
always happens, there are many who want 
to go when it is too late. The singers have 
probably not been aware that they were 
‘doing anything wrong, and the andiences 
have never had a suspicion of the 
sort, but have enjoyed the pleasantry, 
absurdity, and satire of the piece with keen 
relish and abundant gusto. It may be infer- 
red that the singers will take their customary 
places before the organ to-day and sing with 
just as much devotion as they ever did, and 
certainly with all their usual excellence ; and 
those among the audiences who are church- 
goers will perform their devotions undis- 
turbed by the worldly ‘memories of Pin- 
afore.” 

But it always happens that there is a class 
of people who are bound no one else shall 
be happy because they eannot be happy 
themselves, and who look upon any enter- 
tainment that is calculated to make one 
cheerful and forgetful of care and trouble as 
sinful. Itis not remarkable that some of 
the representatives of this class have already 
commenced their assaults upon ‘ Pinafore,” 
chiefly because it has been sung by choir- 
singers.

of the singers. But choir-singers are not 
employed because they are Christians; if 
this were a condition of employment, we 
should have very poor choirs. They are 
employed because they can sing, and can 
lead a congregation; and, if they don’t sing 
well, they are usually discharged. So far as 
Sunday services are concerned, they occupy 
the same relation to the congregation that 
the organ, cornet, trombone, or whatever 
else is used for assistance does. A singer 
has just as much right to object to singing 
in a church on Sunday that allows dramatic 
entertainments, readings, and secular con- 
certs within its sacred walls on week-day 
| nights—and nearly all of them do—as 
chureh people have to object to their sing.

Recovery of the Body of Ptpeman 
Coyle. 


An Urgent Need for Signal-Lamps and 
Safety-Gates, 


The britges of Chicago have been a contiaual 
source of danger and annoyance to the impetu- 
ous people of Chicago, ever since those primeval 
times when the ferries were abolished. Starce- 
ly a week passes by that some accident does not 
occur at some of them, mostly on account of 
the impatience or carelessness of ‘pedestrians. 
Every few days some one walks off the 
abutment into the river, apparently utterly 
oblivious of the fact that the bridge is 
drawn. Now and then a citizen is drowned, and 
occasionally some one is crushed by the turning 
bridge while attempting to pass at the last 
moment. Why people, great and small, will 
persist in swarming upon and over the bridges 
of our main thoroughfares while they are swing- 
ing, at the risk of life and limb, it would be 
hard to tell. The wonder is that more fatal 
accidents do not occur. 

The most shocking and starting accident that 
has yet happened, of course, Was the frichtful 
occurrence at the State street bridge on Friday 
night, which resulted in the drowning of Henry 
T. Coyle, a pipeman on a hose-truck belonging 
to Engine No. 11 of the Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment. 

The track was driven into the river at full 
speed, carrying Coyle, who was on the seat with 
the driver, inte the river with it. The driver 
and another truckman leaped from the flying 

6 ahd barely sayed themselves irom 

th. circumstances of the case were 
sufficientiy dramatic and dreadful to arrest the 
attention of the entire city, and to cause every 
ong to stop and ask himself it there was auy 
necessity for this sacrifice of a buman life. 
After a pause for reflection, the universal an- 
ewer seems to be that there was not. The acci- 
dent might have been prevented. 

The place was a dangerous one. The night 
was dark, and the lights were insufficient to ip- 
form the driver of the truck whether the bridge 
was swung or not. With a recklessness which 
was unjustitiable under the circumstances, he 
took the chances, and dashed on through the 
darkness to the terrible catastrophe which fol- 
lowed. Ordinary caution should have been ob- 
served. The very fact of there 

BEING INSUFFICIENT SIGNALS 
at the bridge should have warned the driver of 
the truck to stay his headlong speed until] he 
had satisfied himself that the way was safe. The 
delav of a few seconds only would have saved a 
brave man’s life. 

An efficient Fire Department is the pride of 
Chicago, and its unequaled celerity when an 
alarm of fire is given is the wonder of the con- 
tinent. Care and prudence are just as much a 
part of the duty of a really efficient Fire De- 
partment as speed and skill, The safety of ne 
and limb is of just as muck importance as th 
safety of property, and — Marshal — 
ner would do judicious thing if de were to 
impress this fact upon the minds of his sub- 
ordinates in afew wholesome instructions upon 


the subject. 

There are new facts concerning 
the details of this 1 which the public 
would care to know, but all that has been dis- 
covered seems to leave & t in the mind that 
the driver of the truck had not acted with 
greater prudence and with less uotbinking im- 
petuosity. Though the city may bave been neg- 
ligent in the matter of proper stuals and saie- 
guards, such negligence will scarcely be thought 
to justify criminal -carelessness on the bart of 
the Department in the conduct of its affairs. 

No. 11 bose-cart, which went into the river at 
State-strect bridge early, 7 morning, was 
fished out at bhali-past 5 o’clock by members of 
the department, and the seat and some of the 
braces being- broken it was sent to the repair 
shop.

INDIAN HORSE-RACES.

From a private letter written dy Mr. & B. Beau- 
mont, dated Soathern Ute Agency, Pine River 
Post-Office, La Plata County, Col., May 1, we are 
permitted to publish the following description of 
an Indian horse-race: 

At the risk of boring you Iwill describe an In- 
@ian horse-race, the complete fairness of which 
would disgust the average Little Rock turfman, and 
drive him from the support () of the State Fair.

gus SUSPECTED LINK BETWEEN JESUS AND 
BUDDHA. 


London Correspondenc: Cincinnatt Commercial. 

Another remarkable problem in Christology 
is about to be broached by Mr. Ernest von Bun- 

gen. Whatever 6 Bunsen writes on the archwol- 

egy of reli aud Christianity is certain to be 
received with respectful attention by the scholars 
of Europe. The son of the famous author of 

«God in History” has long resided in London, 

and the hoverable and scholarly traditions asso- 

ciated with bis name are well preserved in his 
remarkable work on the “Mythology of the 

Pleiades.” This work has appeared only in 
German. It was pased upon a singular and 
striking work om the same subject by T. C. 
Halibarton, of Nova Scotia, grandson of the 
celebrated Judge Haliburton (Sam Slick’), a 
work much less koown than it should be. Mr. 
Bunsen bas written a book, which will be 
published before long, entitled “The Angel 
Messiah, in which he aims to show that 
Jobn the Baptist was leader of the Essenes, that 
Paul was an Essene, and that most of the New 
Testament is an investiture of Christ with the 
symbols and dogmas of the Essenes. He con- 
tends that Jesus repudiated the Essenes, and 
yet is fated to pass as the tigure-head of their 
sacrificial, ascetic,and other tenets. In the 
course of his learned discussion, whichI have 
had the pleasure of reading in advance of its 
publication, Mr. Bunsen brings ferward some 
curious facts from the New Testament on which 
be bases the startling theory that Jesus was not 
jelly a Jew by extraction. The descent of 
David from Caleb, the Kenezite, and thus from 
von- Hebrew, points to a connection of Jesus 
with the strangers in Israel.“ This be finds 
confirmed by the. fact that the four female an- 
cestors of Jesus, mentioned in the genealogies 
of Matthew, are alf non-Hebrews. Although 
the descent of Thamar is not specified in the 
idle, Philo calls ber a stranger.“ (De Nobil., 
5.) The second female ancestor, Rabab, 
or Reenab, refers to the Kenites also. The 
third, Ruth, the Moabite, was a descendant 
from Caleb, the Kenezite. The fourth was the 
wife of Uriah, Bathsheba, or Bathshua: She 
rof Attitopnel, be 

udab, where the K ; 
all non-Hebrews, ‘The name Baths or 
danghter of Shua, connects the wife of Uriah 
with the Canaanite name Shua, wife of Judah, 
whose son was called Er or Ger, “the 
Stranger.“ Also, one of the sons of Abraham 
and his concubine, Keturah, was called Shaa, 
which name, with the divine prefix, formed 
Jeho-Sbua, Joshua, or Jesus. Bunsen connects 
this non-Hebrew element in Israel principally 
with the Medo-Chaideans, the nation that ruled 
in Mesopotamia before Abraham was born, and 
which transmitted the Chaldean or Magian 
wisdom in which Daniel was instructed. And 
this “wisdom,” our author contends, was 
mainly the tradition of the Zendavesta. 
Prof. King, of 
5 
su ly the same word. Bunsen now con- 
tends that the Magian or old Zoroastrian fait 
embodied itself, to a large extent. in Buddut 
on the one hand, and Kssenism on the other. 
He believes, therefore, that he bas found the 
unk, whose existence has long been suspected 
to exist, between the New Testament and the 
Baddbist narratives. Buddha's birth from Maia 
anticipated s birth from Marr. The 
“Virgin” in both narratives is from the con- 
stellation Virgo.“ which, in the Persian-Magi- 
an cosmogony, marked the birth of the sun in 
the luminous season, the reaim of Demuzd. 
Bunsen brings together the legends of Buddha 
and those concerning Jesus, showing remarkable 
parallels. I should state, however, that Bunsen 
does not aim to Jower Christ or Christianity; be 
is an earnest believer in the superhumap nature 
and claims of both. But he enlarges the scope 
of divine revelation to include Buddha, and thus 
Maintains a divine scheme of religion, embrac- 
ing the Aryan as well as the Semitic branch of 
the buman race. 

This broad view of religion is gradually gain- 
ing a very. important representation in the 
Church of England. One of the rising men of

CAUSE OF SPIRITUALISM. 


WONDER. 


I have never gone into this matter profession- 
ally, or even as a scientific man, but have 
always, on the other hand, held that the duty of 
a physician toward these things was to have as 
little as possible to do with them. But, still, in 
my career instances have come to my know 


that I was led to attempt to formulate a few 
nights ago the state of my mind upon the sub- 
ject by saying—and it is something like a 
distinct, and I think not an untrue and unin- 
telligible definition—that I call the state of 
mind of people inclined to Spiritualism, a dis- 
eased condition of the faculty of wonder. I hola 
that the faculty of wonder, or reverence, if you 
like to call it so, is an innate and necessary part 
of the human mind. Nay. more, it is one of 
the most essential, one of the most beneficial of 
all our endowments,—that facuity by which we 
grasp, by which we strive to a certain extent to 
comprehend; and, if we do not comprehend, 
submit ourselves to, and even delight in the un- 
known,—by which we strive do apprebend that 
which we cannot comprehend. You will easily 
see that the higner aspect of this faculty of 
wonder is the basis of the whole of our religious 
aspirations. Therefore it cannot be that I mean 
to denounce it—to speak ill of it. But, like all 
our other faculties, this part of our mental con- 
stitution is liable to abnormal action; in fact, 
to get into a state of disease. What I said of 
this faculty is, that. when it is rightly applied 
dy a thorougblv healthy mind to the connection 
between the spiritual and the material world, it 
does or should find abundant opportunity 
tor its exercise within the realms of strict 
law. I do not mean here to touch or 
raise the question whether there are 
what are called miracles connected with 
the spiritual world any more than the physical 
world. That is beside my argument. My argu- 
ment at present ie simply this, that within the 
realm of law, clearly understood as such, there 
is food for the faculty of wonder im all its legit- 
imate aspirations far more euduring. far greater, 
and tar grander than anything that can be de- 
veloped in the way of communications of 
table-turning, table-rapp.ng, or anvthing of that 
kind. Aad the instance I gave was just one 
out of endless instances—to trv and conceive of 
the manner in which the spirit of man, that 
which be knows to exist, and, in fact, to be 
himself,—his ego,—commupicates through his 
nerves with his muscies—how it is capable of 
being so minutely directed that along the lines 
of nervous communication it will arrive at a 
particular muscle or particular group of mus- 
cles, and periorm all the complicated muscular 
which we know to be the physical and tan- 

bie results of the manifestations of our spirit. 
In other words, the most commonpiace appear- 
ance of a spirit that you can name,— 
‘the most every-day manifestation’ im’ the 
world, and that which we are most certain of in 
our own consciousness,—is, when you come to 
think of it, an absolute and perfect mystery, 
which only becomes comorebensible to us de- 
cause we know it to be a fact, and because it 
lies within the divine order of things. it is 
physiological. What Spiritism or Spiritualism 
appears to require of us is, that, having got our 
every-day consciousness of this matter for won- 
der,—having got all this marvelous adaptation 
of spiritto matter,—having a set of thoroughly 
organized and thoroughly known chauvele by 
which the spiritual world is revealed in the ma- 
terial, and by which the Great and Supreme 
Spirit is enabled to reveal Himself to every one 
of us,—having, I say, got the absolute proof 
and evidence in our own souls and bodies of a 
set of laws appertaining to this matter, what 
Spiritualism requires of us to do is to cast aside 
the whole of these laws, and to admit 
a set of interferences, not exceptional, 
not for grand and very, very excep- 
tional objects, but a set of every-day 
constant interferences with the law of the ac- 
tion of spirit and matter,—as such, known to 
all of us,—interferences which are not only not 
in accordance with that law, but which are ab- 
solutely subversive of the ordinary results of 
chat law. Just let us suppose this: Suppose it 
. — 
N , is 
waudering in 8 a Spirit which is not limited 
by the conditions of material investmenut—has 
the power to appear to you, and reveal to you 
what is being done or written, or has been dove 
by some friend of yours on the other side of the 
globe, or who has passed bevond the grave, and 
that it has had access to documents no mortal 
could have secn, what appears to be the veces- 
gary consequence of this doctrine? This, among 


act that a man does could be concealed, or at 
least could be perfectly sure of being concealed, 
from his neizghbor—from._ any man who may 
have the greatest possible interest in know- 
ing it, perhaps for a nefarious purpose. You 
write a document of the most private character ; 
you shut it up iu a locked drawer; it affects the 
character of many persons; it would be treason 
to morality to —— that document in the 
newspapers. There is nothing to binder, so far 
as we know the Jaws of this newly-invented 
spirit worid f — there is pothing to hinder any 
disembodied spirits who are about from getting 
access to the paper, and having it published in 
the newspapers. But here I say, on the other 
hand,—and this is the result of experience,—it 
has been shown that this cannot be done. 
Having alluded to the incident of a £100 note 
+eing left in a sealed envelope in the Bank of 
England, the owner having promised to give it 
up to any Spiritualist who could tell the num- 
ber, but for which no application was received, 
Prof. Gairdner proceeded: it was in some way 
or other impossible, apparentiy, for the spirits, 
greater or less, although it was asserted that 
they were able to reveal the secrets 
of one man’s heart to another, to 
read the number of that note in these 
circumstances. I say that it was not only in fact 
impossible, but I say this, that, had it in fact 
been possibie, it would bave shown a state of 
matters Which, humanly speaking, would have 
been subversive of the divine order. It would 
have entirely destroved that system of law by 
which we know that, in a way which is absolute- 
ly wonderful and absolutely inscrutible, spirit 
does communicate with matter, as we know, 
every day of our lives in this world. The state 
of mind of the persons who come prepared to 
believe these things,—who come to the investi- 
gation of them with previously established 
ideas, who regard doubt or hesitation, as 1 would 
gay, asin, but let us rather say an error, and a 
sure way of keeping manifestations back, while 
open-mouthed credulity is the only frame of 
mind in which to come to the investigation ; the 
state of mind of such persons—who, I believe, 
may be numbered in thousands, and possibly in 
millions, in this country and in America—is, to 
my idea, a diseased state of mind. I admit 
fully that many of these persons are apparently 
able to conduct their own affairs. I a ad- 
mit that many of them are very moral and weil- 
intentioned persons. I am equally inclined to 
believe that this Mr. Allan Kardec, within cer- 
tain Mmits which I cannot attempt to define, 
wasatruthfal man. But that does not hinder 
me from deli that there is disease at the 
bottom of these things, and it is a disease of the 
faculty of wonder, by which that faculty, intend- 
ed for the noblest purposes in the organization 
of the human mind, is perverted to some of the 
lowest of all purposes, and even to the abetting 
of trickery. One other thing I bad on my lips 
to say the other night, but d did not say it then, 
and I am not quite sure that I should do 80 
now; therefore I can only indicate it very slight- 
ly. It is that thie conclusion as to the dis- 
eased nature of these manifestations, so far as 
the mind of the recipient w concerned, was im- 
pressed upon me at a very early period during 
the epidemic ot manifestations—of electro- 
biology as it was called then—in 1851 in Edin- 
burg. 1 had a dear friead, since Jead, and dead 
under circumstances that no injury to him or 
any one else can be brought about by telling the 
story.

THE FIFTH GOSPEL. 
ITS THIRTY-THREE FRAGMENTS COLLECTED AND 
ANNOTATED. 

Moncure D. Conway in Cincinnati Commercial. 

It appears that we are to have a Fifth Gospel. 
The Gospel according to the Hebrews,” which, 
by some traditions in the early Church, was 
more ancient than Matthew, bas been recovered, 
translated, annotated, and analyzed by Edward 
Byron Nicholson, M. A., late scholar of Tripity 
College, Oxford. It is to be published by sub- 
scription, and by a list of 168 subscribers (at 6s. 
6d.) before me I see that many eminent pre- 
lates and theologians are anxious to secure the 
work. When 187 more have been obtained it 
will be published by Kegan, Paul & Co., a firm 
whose senior vartner was not long ago one of 
the most eloquent clergymen in the English 
Charch, but became a beretic and retired. But 
bis publications are not heretical, certainly not 
this new-old Gospel. it existed in thirty-three 
fragments. It was current among the Nazarene 
and Ebionite descendants of the early Judo- 
Christian Church, and was written ip 
Aramaic. the language of Palestine in the 
time of Jesus. Papias, who wrote about 
the middle of the second century, narrated a 
story found in the “Gospel according to the 
Hebrews.”” Towards the close of the same 
century, Hegesippus quoted it: somewhat later 
Ireneus refers to it apparently as Matthew’s 
Gospel. Clement of Alexandria, Origen, Euse- 
bius, Epiphanius, and Theodoret cite it as 
authentic “Scripture’’; and Jerome not only 
quotes it thirteen times, but tells us that he 
had it translated into both Greek and Latin. 
No eminent ancient writer disparages it. In 
later times it has been referred to with respect. 
lt was left out of the canon because it was sup- 
posed to be onlyan Aramaic edition of Matthew. 
Beda, in the eighth century, says “It is not to 
be reckoned among apocryphal, but amoug ec- 
clesiastical histories... The modern German 
critics have shown that it isa work of great im- 
portance. Dr. Davidson speaks of it asa re- 
cension of Matthew,” out the Hilgenfleld, and 
the author of Superustural Religion have 
proyed that it is an origina: memoir, and bave 
given the critical world some reason to suspect 
that it is older than either of the four Gospels. 
The matter is, therefore, one of living interest 
among theologians and scholars. 

This recovered Gospel will present some re- 
markable phenomena. It is entirely different 
from the ste spay Gospels, haviug none of 
their Mariolatrv or of their puerile and fanci‘ul 
miracies. It runs parallel to Matthew to a cer- 
tain extent, but presents peculiarities which can 
hardly fail to excite much discussion. The ap- 
pearance of Jesus to Jar oes (bis brother), alluded 
to by Paulin I. Cor., xv. (the only miracle ne men- 
tions), but lost out of the Gospels in the century 
which followed bim, is here narrated in detail : 
„Aud when the Lord had given his linen cioth 
to the servant of the priest, He went to James 
and appeared tohim. For James had sworn 
that he would pot eat bread from the hour 
wherein be had drank the cup of the Lord until 
he saw Him rising again from the dead—(biatus). 
. . + Bring a table and bring—(hiatus). . 
He took up the bread and biessed and broke and 
afterwards gave to James, the Just, and 
said to him, My brother, eat, for the Son of 
Man is rigen from them that sleep.“ It appears 
that when this written the efforte to make 
Out that Mary no other children, but was a 
virgin, had not yet been made. This recovered 
Gospel also says that Jesus asked ail his disci- 
pies to handle him ahd see that he was not an 
„ incorporeal demon ’’ (damon on), and not 
Thomas alone. In the fourth Gospel the moral 
of this incident seems pointed against a grow- 
ing skepticism which would not believe uvless it 
saw: but bere it seems directed against that de- 
nial by Barnabas and Simon Magnus of Christ's 
flesb-and-blood humanity which Paul withstood. 
One of these fragments gives a very peculiar 
and significant account of the baptism of Jesus. 
His mother and brethren having proposed that 
he and they should go together and be baptized 
dy John. Jesusangwered: ‘Where have | sin- 
ned that I should go and be baptized by him; ex- 
cept perchance this very thing that I have said is 
ignorance?’’ After baptism, as be went out of 
the water the heavens opened, and He saw the 
Holy Spirit of God in the form of a dove descend 
and enter him. And a voice was heard from 
Heaven saying. Thou art My beloved son; in 
Thee I am well pleased; and agaiu, “‘ ‘This 
day have I begotten Thee,’ and immediately a 
great light shone in that place.“ ‘hen the 
Spirit, or dove, also spake, 1 „My son, in 
all the prophets did I await Thee that Thon 
mightest come, and I mightest rest in ‘Thee. 
For Thou art My rest, Thou art My first-born son 
that reignest forever. ‘The first people likely 
to find comfort will be the Anabaptisis and the 
Anglican believers in baptismal regeneration, 
for it conveys the idea of the new creature, 
the “second man, begotten and created in 
the act of bavtism. But behind these are like- 
ly to come the rationalists, with a theory that 
in this account are all the germs of the story 
of Mary's baviug conceived Jesus by the 
descending dove. In this account alone the 

ove is plainly said to have entered into 
esus. Clement, of Alexandria (second century), 
in his Stromteis,“ says that some people 
in his time were maintaining that Mary was a 
u and conceived Jesus in anon-natural way, 
w ovinion ne coodemns, showing that the 
legend now found in the beginning of Matthew 
and Luke had not then deen fully developed. 
Could it have been developed from the abore 
narration? Could Christ’s doubt about bis own 
sinlessness have afterwards appeared as Jo- 
seph’s doubt about his wife’s innocence!—the 
descending dove which begot the Divine nature 
in him at baptism (“ this day have I begotten 
thee ) been carried back to Mary¢—the “ great 
light”? which shone over His baptism been the 
same as tbe glory of the Lord“ which shone 
round about the watching shepherd, and was 
then shaped in a star? Here be the elements of 
afresh controversy concerning the legend of 
Mary and the infancy which even some relative- 
ly orthodox theologians have turned into poetry, 
and which the comparative mythologists are 
pot unlikely now to regard as a nage ager 
development of the baptismal birth of 
Christ. I do not wish to express any opinion 
ust now upon these novelties myself, and, in- 
„ must await with others the apvearance of 
the new Gospel before forming an opinion. But 
I bave felt that it wauld be interesting to the 
general reader to receive what information I 
have been able to gather concerning a coming 
publication which has enlisted the attention of 
many eminent and serious scholars of all de- 
nominations. 

I may add that Mr. Nicholson means to in- 
elude among his notes twenty-three traditional 
sayings of Jesus walch there is some reason to 
suppose may be referred to the Gospel to the 
Hebrews.”

The meaning and harmony ot the address are 
as imperfectly represented by Mr. Arvold as are 
the beautiful thoughts of the poet in the lines 
misquoted to strengthen his position. If Col. 
Ingersoli’s dope in a future life is as faint as 
are his chances for fair treatment at the hands 
of his Christian critics, thea indeed is he of all 
men to be pitied.

THE OLD TESTAMENT. 
CHRIST'S QUOTATIONS FROM IT. 
To the Editor af Tie Trmune. 

Cuicaco, June 14—The criticism of Mr. 
Smith Wellwood in your paper of June 1 
upon the sermon of Dr. Lorimer is so charac- 
teristic of a certain class of persons who call 
themselves advanced thinkers ’’ that 1 wish to 
make answer to some of bis assertions. 

The class of meu to which I refer are so ego- 
tistical,—so puffed-up with a sense of their su- 
perior knowledge,—fling around so many al- 
lusions to logic, reason, candor, dogma, as- 
sumption, prejudice, sense, superior knowledge, 
etc., that it is only necessary to read one of 
their effusions to understand their true charac- 
ter. They come to their work with great 
sweiling pride,—with an evident con- 
sciousness that they are the great in- 
tellectual giants that habe come 


in these latt er days to erush out all the bigoted 


intellectual pigmies that hold any belief in the 
Bible or ia the faith of their fathers. If any 
one thinks this too strong language, let him 
carefully read over the criticism ailuded to and 
observe the tone of the whole article. He says 
the clergy have not the learning to undergtand 
the Bible and its teachings, and advises them to 
study it more carefully. This to men who have 
made the Bible their special study for years, 
many of them fora lifetime, and this from a 
man who evident! bas to go to a Concordance 
made by these clergymen for material out 
of which to manufacture his article. 
He pompously says: ‘Iwill prapose a new 
Bible lesson to Dr. Lorimer and all Christians. 
Take the Bible iu hand and examine all the pas- 
sages in which the phrase ‘ Word of the Lord’ 
occurs,—nineteen times (if my Concordance is 
richt), ete. This great light of the Nineteenth 
Century is to be congratulated that bis caution 
gives him an apparent mudesty sufficient to ac- 
knowledge the source of bis information. 

Mr. Smith Wellwood says of Dr. Lorimer: 
„Another assumption that he makes is in what 
he says about Jesus and his estimate of the 
book. He(Dr. Lorimer) saye ‘that Jesus ac- 
knowledges the inspiration of the Script- 
ures.’ Now it is noteworthy that Jesus 
does no such thing. He never uses anything 
like it with reference to any of the Old Testa- 
went books, and those of the New were, of 
course, not then written. Jesus frequently 
quotes from the Old Testament, iu all about 
sixty times, etc. Now, if we analyze these quo- 
tations, we find Jesus cites the Mosaic law sev- 
eral times to disapprove it as insufficient and 
erroneous, tee. He constantly discred- 
ited the letter to approve. the spirit when He 
could do so; but nothing that He says makes 
His Father respousible for the Mosaic laws. 
. . Neither of these classes of quotations 
asserts any inspiration in the original writers, 
or authorizes us to assert the truth of the so- 
called history of Jonah or Noah.“ 

In the above quotations &. W. asserts: 

(1) That Jesus does not acknowledge the in- 
inspiration of the Scriptures, nor hold any such 
estimate of the book. 

@) That neither of the classes of quotations 
made by Jesus from the Old lestament asserts 
any inspiration in the origiual writers. 

(3) That these quotations do not authorize us 
to assert the truth of the so-called history of 
Jonah or Noah. 

Now as to Jesus’ estimate of the Old Testa- 
ment, it is noteworthy that from the first to the 
last of His teaching and preaching He quotes 
from it and from no other book. hen tempt- 
ed, which is about the first recorded incident of 
His lite, He quotes from Deuteronomy and 
Psalms.

Here Christ asserts (1) that there were deys 
before the flood; (2) that Noe lived ia those 
days; (3) that the people were eating and 
drinking, marrying aud given in marriage, etc. ; 
(4) that an ark was made; (5) that Noe en- 
tered the ark; (6) that the flood came and 
(7) took away the people. 

Are not these the material points in the “‘His- 
tory of Noah,” and dves not Carist in the 
above language unconditionally assert in his 
own language the truth of them! 

The quotations made by Christ from the law 
of Moses and the Commandments could be also 


given as further evidence of the estimation in 


which He held the Scriptures, but my commu- 
nication is already too lengthy. 

I will close by saying that it is probable there 
are but few ordinary unprejudiced persons that 
can carefully read the four Gospels without feel- 
ing that Jesus held the Old Testament—his- 
torical, legal, and prophetical—as the inspired 
communication of God to man; and that the 
whole Bible must stand or fall together; and, 
further, that Corist was either divine or the 
greatest impostor that ever trod this earth.

K,. Middle Florida. The poss was under the

off the boarde the very class of peo- 
ple most calculated to elevate and ennoble the dra- 
maticart. Now, every one who has ever given any 
serious attention to the subject acknowledges that 
po art 80 great a power for good 
or evil as the art of the stage; no art can so corrupt 
and degrade, no art can so ennoble and inspire. 
The problem presented to all those really interest- 
ed in the progrese of human society is which func- 
tion shall the stage perform, — ‘ and 
refine, or shall it brutaltze and de 
do the one or the other, because it will always 
exist as uae as humanity craves amusement— 
that is, 1 the last of the race dis- 
appears. It seems strange.“ continued Mr. 
Mackaye, ‘‘that moral influences of tne 
world which pretend to have so great an interest in 
the education of mankind should bave for se long 
a time neglected an art that is digging for good or 
evil continually in sucha terribly powerful way. 
If pudlic schools are a benefaction, if medical 
schools, and divinity schoois, and musica) shools 
are essential to the p of mankind, then 
dramatic schoois should have been established 
long ago, because there is no one factor in civiliza- 
tion that wields a more powerful influence than the 
art of the theatre. 

»The establishment of such an institution as the 

Conserva in thie country is utteriy im- 
possible?” 


„Well, yes, returned Mr. Mackaye. The Con- 
servawwire in France is supported by the Govern- 
went, and isso organized that the leading actors 
of the Theatre Francaise are the judges and in- 
struactors of the talent seeking the stage. We can- 
not expect, as you say, from the present condition 
of society here the organization of any sucb school 
as thie. The nigher functions of government 
haven't yet been reached under our present po- 
litical system. There is no hope for art 
from politics in this country. Its ouly hope must 
lie in the public spirit of individuals who from time 
ie time may spring up among as. Wealthy men 
every now and then devote enormous sums to the 
endowment of various schools and universities. 

But if one should appear to-day willing to de- 
vote a fortune to the establishment of a dramatic 
school he would find it very difficult to practically 
realize his desires !"’

AMERICANS IN EUROPE. | 


Why They Are Not Treated Socially 
as Well as Englishmen Are 
in America. 


It Costs Toe Much, and the English Are 
. Cold and Reserved. 
The Americans Come in Families and 
Flocks, and Are Too Miscel- 
laneous, 


And a Variety of Other Reasons 
for Snubbing and Neg- 
lecting. 


London Saturday Review. 
Mr. Henry James’ stories have not only af- 


‘ forded very pleasant reading on this side of the 


Atlantic, but have furnished some of his coun- 
trymen on the otber with food for meditation of 
a very instructive kind. Mr. Mayo W. Hazel- 
tine—a writer whose name we bave not had the 
pleasure of meeting with before, but hope that 
we may meet with again before long—has dis- 
cussed the subject treated of in Mr. James’ last 
volume with great good sense and frankness. 
Jt will be remembered that in one of Mr. 


James last stories, Daisy Milier,” the two

United States who allows berself in European

spoiled children of fortune. After a lapse of a 
year his bostesses—the lady of the American 
house where he spends most of his time, and 
ber young unmarried sister—come to England; 
and then the young man, who had been much 
emitten in America by the girl, and whose ardor 
is revived by the sight of her in London, finds 
himeelf in a difficulty. His mother and sisters 
Go not fancy the match; though they are at last 
forced to call on the strangers, they are insolent 
to them, and make them feel that they belong 
to another social sphere; and when the young 
men, from a mixture of liking for the girl and 
defiance of his womankind, at last, after hover- 
ing about her for awhile, asks her to marry him, 
he is refused, and the curtain falis. 

This is the text on which Mr. Hazeltine writes 
a very interesting sermon. It is obvious, how- 
ever, that whatever may be his knowledge of 


Continental Europe, bis acquaintance with Ep- 
glish society is not large. But this isa matter 
of jess importance. The interesting thing is to 
see how the social position of his country-people 
in Europe presents itself to the mind of a candid 
and intelligent American. Let us frankly con- 
cede at the outset that an English traveler in 
Asierica is much better treated than an Ameri- 
can traveler in England. It is no use blinking 
tiie fact. The experience of every one who 
knows the two countries will agree upon this. 

who is personally not unpre- 
sentable, and who goes to the United States pro- 
vided with passable credentials, will be banded 
on from house to house and received everywhere 
and at once on a footing of cordial iatimacy. 
How far this is from being the case with Ameri- 
can velers in England it is needless to say. 
An lisbman who has enjoyed American 
hospitality can haraly reflect on the matter with- 
out feeling a certain compunction. But, senti- 
ment apart, itis worth while asking what are 
the reasons for English reserve in this respect, 
aud if, or bow far, this reserve is justified. 

Mr. Hazeltive is of opinion that the snubbing 
which bis. countrywomen in the ~“ International 
Evisode got from the English ladies of rank was 
no more than miglt bave been fairly expected. 
The same snubbing, he implies, would bave 
deen administered to Eugliah ladies of all but 
the bighest class who aspired to aily themselves 
with a future Duke. We may remark, 
— that Mr. Hazeltine seems 

perfectiy tainted with the divisions 
aud gradations of English society. It is incor- 
rect to talk. as he does, of wealthy and cultivat- 
ed people engaged in the learned professions or 
in commerce as the lower middie class. Nor 
is it true that there is in England any herd and 
fast line which separates such people from the 
nobility. Nor, further, is it true that the Anier- 
wan ladies in question would have got in ail 
lixelieod a much franker welcome from Eu- 
giish people a few pegs lower down, if ope must 
use the phrase, on the social ladder. All that 
was known of them was tliat they were good- 

„ well-mannered, and well-dressed, and 
that the young gentieman who was in love with 
one of had some time very pieas- 
Suti at their house. A mother need not bea 
to be shy of lavishing invitations on 
under such circumstances.

differe Setting aside the purely commercial 
travelér, the Englishmen who go to see you are 
mostly of the better sort. They are gentlemen 
and men of education. Would you, could you, 
be as kind to us as you are, if the class of Eu- 
glish people who now visit the Continent under 
the fatherly guidauce of Mr. Cook were to come 
over by thousands and tens of thousands every 
season to the United States? A great deal which 
now without saying as to the fitness of your 
English visitors to be received into good Ameri- 
can houses would then be accepted only upon 
evidence. You would hare to pick and choose, 
and you would find that your better people 
would only care to open their doors to those 
Euglishmen who are thoroughly well accredited. 
And this state of things would paturally react 
on the feeling of English travelers. They 
would no longer feel sure of au instant welcome. 
They would know that they would have to be 
scrutinized before beiug accepted. They would 
know that the arithmetical chances were against 
their being acceptable. The better bred, and 
therefore the least conspicuous, among them 
often notice, with a feeling of shame, that their 
country was supposed to be represented by the 
louder and more vulgar. A certain reserve, 
natural under the circumstances and becessary 
for the self-protection of would grow up 
between English cravelers and American hosts. 
But it would be a reserve which would last only 
long enough to enable both parties to discrimi- 
nate, and to decide whether or not intimacy was 
possible or desirable. Nor is there,.“ he would 
add. any other reserve on our part towards you 
when you come to see us in England than such 
as may be accounted for in this way.“ 

It is, no doubt. true—human nature being 
what it is—that there are more Americans who 
eare for the acquaintance of titied persons, 
whatever they may be in point of education and 
character, than who care for the acquaintance of 
cultivated persons unprovided with a handle to 
their names. There is no speciai reproach in 
this. There are large numbers of persons in 
England of the same way of thinking. To those 
of his country-people who pine to be numbered 
with the aristocratic elect ot Great Britain Mr. 
Hazeltine gives the judicious advice,—so ex- 
ceedingly judicious that it will hardly be acted 
upon, —to make themselves happy where they 
are. If the desire sprang from a rational ex- 
pectation of advantages to be gained by being 
asked to great houses. Mr. Hazeltine's 
words of wisdom would not be thrown 
away. But it springs from a_ region 
of human nature outside the range of logic, or 
at least of any other logic than that of direct 
experience. We would rather, therefore, en- 
courage them, and those of our own 5 
men who are like unto them, to persevere. if 
they fall, it may then dawn upon their minds 
that there are other sources of happiness and 
dignity in buman life than this. If they suc- 
ceed, they can say, better than any one else, 
whether the prize is worth the paiog they bave 
spent upon it. And to those Americans, who 
are many, whose social ambition takes a better 
form, we can only say that among Englisnmen 
of their own stamp all the conditions are at pres- 


zent favorable to mutual understanding and 


iriendship. 
FIGHTING IN THE SOUDAN. 


Seven Battles Fought—Capt. Gessi Almost 
Annihitates the Seebehr and Suleyman 
Rebels—The Seat of Slave-Tradiag Cap- 
tured, 

By Telegraph to New York Herald. 
Lonpos, June 11.—The Herald correspondent 
at Alexandria telegraphs to-day that the Khe- 
dive of Egypt has received important dispatches 
from Capt. Gessi, indicating that the slave trade 
at its chief centre has at length been crushed, 
and that the vast and rich territories of the 

Soudan, reaching below degree 5 north latitude, 

are soon likely to be opened to civilization and 

bona fide commerce. Col. Gordon discovered 
early last year that the principal stations of the 

slave-traders were between degrees 10 and 5 

north latitude, and as he had been given full 

power by the Egyptian Government, he 
determined to destroy the infamous 
traffic in human being. Sir Samuel 

Baker, Col. Gordon's predecessor, was 

aware of the existence of these trading 

stations along the Bahr Gazelle (or Gazelle 

River); but his authority was limited, ard he 

did not follow the vakee/s, or Arab agents, whose 

trail led te the haunts of the slave-raiders. Gor- 

dov conceived that he bad been made Governor 
of the territory from Cape Benass (the Tropic 
of Cancer), in the Red Sea, to Berbera, on the 

Indian Ocean, and that his authority extended 

westward to the utmost limits of Darfur. at least 

to 20 degrees east longitude. He was empow- 
ered to organize Governments, appoint bis own 
aids, levy revenues, raise armies, regulate the 
administration of justice; but above all his other 
instructions was the emphatic clause, employ 
every resource to exterminate the slave trade. 

He spent two years, going from point to point 

on the back of a camel, or the great preliminary 

work of his dominion into districts, 
appointing Ju and providing loca) discipli- 
nary forces to aid in the preservation of order. 

He created anumber of strong military posts 

along the Nile, placed them in e of officers 

with large discretionary power, and tbe conse- 
quence is that traveling on the river is perfectly 
safe from the seat of Government at Cairo to the 

Victoria Nyanza. | 
Having accomplished so much, Col. Gordon 

assumed that, if necessary to assume control 
of the territory from the line south of Berbera 
to the Equator in order to break up the traffic 
in human flesh, he would be supported not only 
by his own Government but also by the civil- 
ized world. The chief difficulties were alon 

the Gazelle River, where there were upward o 

2,000 traders. Among these was a very de- 
termined and cour. us Arab named Seebehr 

Rahama. Seebebr had been a trusted trader, 
and it was supposed bis business was limited to 

selling supplies to and ae ivory from 
the Southern tribes. un one occasion the 

Egyptian Government placed him at the head 
of a military expedition, and be marched 

against and defeated and slew the Sultan of 

Darfur, fer which service he was called 

to Cairo, made a Pacha, and feted at 
the capital. The Government subsequently 

discovered that Seebehr had been simply 
worki for his own interests, and that he 


ove trip bie men carried off 1,800 slaves, Gor- 
don discovered this and at once called the Pacha 
toaceount. Offended at what he considered 
Gordon's unwarranted interference with the 
ivory trade,“ Seebehr Pacha started for Cairo to 
lay bis grievances before the Kbedive. The 
Egyptian Government had been fully advised 
of Seebehr’s real character by this time, and, 
while detaining him at Cairo, placed tbe whole 
country under the control of Gordon as Gov- 
ern of the Soudan. 

Suleyman, Seebebr’s son, acted as agent dur- 
ing his father’s absence, and when, in 1878, 
Gordon told him plainly that he woula panish 
him if he discovered any continuance of the 
slave trade on his part, Suleyman rebeled. He 
— 5 2 Bay went into — interior, com- 

atrocities, burning villages 
and taking the inhabitants prisoners, and sell- 
ing about ten thousand of the women at the 
slave martsin Kordofan. At the commence- 
ment of the Suleyman raids Col. Gordon was in 
Darfur.
